IXKRIMINTS SOON TO K MAM AT 

SANDY HOOK. 



Oaaa Vhat Wm Oaal Vaato 

•150,000 — One of Them Now Awaiting 
Transportation Freaa Bostoo— Method 
mt Maaalhetarlag Thaia BaglBaa ef War. 

BoaroN, May 8. — Borne intereating ezperi- 
menta with heavy artillery will soon be 
made at Sandy Hook. The government is 
BOW advertising for proposals for the trans- 
portation of a flfty-thrse ton breecli-loading 
riflad gun from tto South Boston Iron worka. 
Tto gaa ia tto aaoood oooiplatad of tto aarlaa 
aC tto t^ haariail riflad gUM arar bvOt ia 
thia oountry. 

They have been ordere<l by the govern- 
ment to lie constructed at nn exis-nse of 
nearly f 1 MI.OOO, not for tbe sole piir)>ose of 
blowing them up, as a civilian would caL^ it, 
but for tto purpoae of datarminlng tto re- 
sistance of tto gaaa, aa tto ordlnaaoaoflloers 
put it, or la other worda, to find out how 
large a charge of powder and bow many 
shots the guns will stand before becoming 
dangerous. The building of the three puns, 
all of which have been east in the South 
Bost/on iron works, has occupied over five 
weeks. 1'hey represent the three types of 
cast guns, vi/..: Itoliaa, fftoBoh aad Amari* 

can KiMlinan. 

The gun ba.s a twelve inch bore and is a 
combination of cast iron with a steel tul)0 
and ste<'l hoops. It is built upon the French 
metbfsl. It was cost on October .Tl, 18M, 
and the main work was completed on March 
4, lH^^i, but the final Inspection took place 
only a few days ago when Capt. Lyle and 
Lieut. Borup, inspectors of tha ordnance de- 
partment of the United States annv, who 
bave had charge of tbe con.struction, ac- 
cepted it for the government 

It is thirlT feet long, and one-half of the 
barrel, the Interior |>ortion, is composed of 
b steel tutie fourt4>en feet long and five 
inches in thickness, which is insert«»<l at the 
rear of the barrel, extending through from 
the breech. The outside of the gun is made 
of twenty-seven rings of wroujibt steel, 
shrunk on, overlapping each other so as to 
make Ibe utrougest known form of cast irou 
and wrought Kt«el gim. 

The gun will be transported immediately 
to Randy Hook, N. J., and its trial there will 
be looked forward to with great interest by 
army ofTlcers, aad it ia hoped that this type 
of gun will prove an efTe<>tlve compromise 
between the exclusively built up method and 
the old style of cast gun, and at the same 
time remedy the fault found in the erosion 
of a simple cast iron rifle firing large charges 
of slow burning powder. 

The experiments with thi.s great gun with 
the Rodman fifty-four ton gun, which was 
completed and has already been tested and 
condemned by the government, and the 
Italian gim, which is now about to go into 
tile lathe, are expected to determine the pos- 
aibilitiaa of tto naa of wrought bmi to any 
' ia gr a at goaa

The rate of taxation for State purpoaea 
was reduced from 47 cents on the $100 to 
42 cents. 

The Board of Railroad Commisaionera 
was not abolished. The Thomas bill did 
not get through tbe Senate. The railroad 
companies have no OBO to blame but 

themaelvea. 

The State Board of Equalisation waa 
greatly changed. As it now stands, there 
will be four members only, one from each 
:il>pellate district and tbe Au litor. They 
meet and have the same duties as tbe 
former board. 

One of the beat measures pas-sed ia the 
bill providing f->r the monthly payment 
of public school teachers. 

The sum of $14,050 w;is appropriated 
for repairing and improving the Eastern 
Kentucky Lnnatie Asylum, at Lexington. 
The hill provides for an extenaion of the 
negro quarters, repairing windows and 
building two fire eecapes. 

One of the hilla passed allews L)>xing- 
ton to aubacrihe $100,000 to any railroad 
i)etween that city and Lawrenceburg. 

The hill providini; for an increase of 
(1,000 in the aalary of tbe Common- 
wealtli'a Attorney of tbeLexinctOtt Judi- 
cial district was psssed. 

Tbe iuTestigation of tbe State Geolo- 
gist's office found it in excellent ci>ndi- 
tion.. The committee paid Professor 
Proctor a handsome oompllment in their 

report. Tiiey nay :

12,400 to $3,000 is approved on most 
every hand. Mr. Gooding; and olliers at- 
tempted to have tin.- I)ill withdrawn from 
the ( iovernor, hut failed. 

The Senate resolution allowing two of 
exports and the committee eniraged in 
the investigation of tlie Auditor and 
Treasurer'ten days in which to complete 
the work was i^opted. 

A bill was passed allowing to the Sec- 
retary of State the feee collected for aflUx- 
ing the State seal. 

The (iovernor appointed H. B. Lyon 
to he superintendent of construction at 
the braaeb peaitentlary at BddyrlUe, and 
C. Y. Wilson, of Hart Ceunty, to be 
Commissioner of Agriculture. 

An appropriation ef $7,700 was made 
to improve the Danville Institute for 
deaf mutes. The largest appropriation 
made was that of $150,000 to aid in 
completing tbe branch penitentiary at 
Eddyville. The sum of $0,500 was appro- 
priated for tbe InstitatlM for tha Idaea- 
tioaof tbeBliad. 

Tbe bill tntrodneed by Mr. Diekerson 
providing for the parole of convicts, also 
paaaed. ,Tbe bill provides that no more 
than S per eeat of the whoto B«mber of 
prisoners can be out on parole at one 
time, and that on one oonvioted of rape 
or ineeet oaa ba paroled at all. Daring 
tbe oontinnancft of the parole the pris- 
oner must wear the prison garb or some 



I badge or other device to indicate that be 

I is a paroled convict. 

lu all nearly 3,000 bills were intro- 
duced, and about one-half of them were 
pasaed. The Governor vetoed sixty bills 
and allowed two hundred to become 
laws without hia approval. 

Death of a Fomer Oltiieii. 

William 8. Clift died a few days ago 
at Terre iiaute, lud., in tbe seventy-third 
year of bis age. 

He was a son of Nelson and Elizabeth 
Clift, and waa horn in this county. In 1852 
he removed to Terre Haute, where he after- 
wards amassed a considerable fortune in 
tbe lumber business. Clift, Williams & 
Co., the firm of which he was a member, 
own the largeet pUtning mill in that sec- 
tion. 

The de<'eaaed waa a proiainent Knight 
Templar, baviug served as Prelate of 
Terre Haute Oommandery for twelre 
years.He had also officiated aa Pre.sident 
of the Vigo Agricultural Society for sev- 
eral years. 

His wife and two lihildren aurvive him. 
An exchange from that (;ity iu speaking 
of his death says: 

" It will be a severe sboolc to everyone to 
learn that the great, big heart, warm witb 
human sympathy, in tbe breast of Uoele 
Billy Clift has eeased to beat. Tbe smile we 
are all so Aunlliar with ao more llgbts np 
those fsolal, kindly Isaturaa, and that 
hearty laagb, whleb sbooB bis pwUy frame, 
when his keen seoae of the Indlerans wA 
toaohed, will be heard no more. He was a 
rare eompaalon. He man had keener ap- 
preciation of a harmless Joke or got from Ufs 
more solid pleasure. He was a bard worker, 
succesKful beyond most men and yet lite af- 
forded blm luflulte rational enjoyment."
